THE INQUEST. 

The inquest wag held at 7:30 o’clock 
last night, at whieh-hour the under- 
taking-rooms of Orr & Sutch, on Spring 
street, were crowded to the utmost 
capacity, and even the sidewalk in 
front of the building was blocked fora 
time. Promptly at the hour named 
Coroner Meredith commenced taking 
testimony, the evidence being taken 
in shorthand. ° 

The first witness was A. Simpson, 
who testified that the deceased was 
his daughter; thatshe was 13 years of 
age on the 21st of last November, and 
that she was a native of England. Mr. 
Simpson then detailed the facts as 
above given, in substance, but did not 
think that the dgmmy struck bis 
buggy,as he h examined it, and 
could not see that it had been dam- 
aged. He thought the dummy was 
about eight yards away from him when 
his horse shied across the track. 

J. H. Stokesberry, a carpenter living 
on Water street, East Los Angeles, 
said that he was sitting on the bridge 
looking up the river when he heard a 
scream, and looking around saw the 
horse turn across the track, when the 
dummy struck the buggy, tipping it up, 
and the occupants fell out, the girl 
across the track and the man to one 
side. He knew that the dummy struck 
the buggy, because he had examined 
it and saw where it was scraped. 
William Walker, .a laborer living on 
the East Side, was coming down the 
Glendale dummy track when he saw 
the horse swerve across the track, 
throwing the occupants out. He ran 
up on the bridge and when he got to 
the car the people had a plank, trying 
to raise the car up to get the body out. 
He thought the body was dragged forty 
or A feet before the car was stopped. 

William Gaun, a baker living on 
South Spring street, was standing on 
the bridge looking up the river when 
he heard a scream, and turning around 
saw the horse running right in front of 
the dummy. The gripman at once put 
on the brake, and did the best he could 
to stop the car, butit was too late to 
prevent the accident;

AFTER THE STORM. 


All the Cable Roads Running—The 
Damage to the Streets. 

The cable road people were busy yes- 
terday morning cleaning up and .re- 
pairing the damage caused by the 
storm, preparatory to resuming opera- 
tions. Owingtothe immense volume 
of water that feil between 5 and 12 
o’clock Saturday, carrying down large 
quantities of sand and mud from the 
hills, the conduits were literally filled 
up at the intersections, and consider- 
able delay was caused on this account, 
as the conduits had to be opened and 
the sand excavated. This was espe- 
cially the case at the Spring and Main- 
street junction, caused by the wash 
from Temple street, and it was after 1 
o’clock before this piece of road was 
cleaned out. The Downey-avenue 
branch was the first to resume, which 
was followed by the main line 
between 1 and 2 o’clock, and at 7 
o’clock last evening the Seventh-street 
line was put in operation. The Tem- 
ple-street line resumed operations yes- 
terday afternoon between 4 and 5 
o’clock, after a stoppage of 24 hours, 
the longest on record for that road. 
The streets are worse cut up than by 
any previous storm, the condition of 
Temple street being especially bad, 
but if there is no further rain for 
a while this can soon be put into 
shape. 

The official report of the United 
States Signal Office gives the rainfal) 
from 5 o’clock Saturday afternoon u 
to the same hour yesterday as 2.9 
inches, and, as no rain fell after 12 
o’elock Saturday night, this immense 
volume of water was precipitated in 
about six hours, which accounts for 
the heavy wash from the hill districts. 
The total rainfall ter. the season to 
date is 32.55 inches. 

FLOOD NOTES. 

Considering the amount of water 
that came down in such a short time, 
the damage was only nominal. | 

The ability of the cable company to 
overcome difficulties was never shown 
to better advantage than yesterday, 
when the entire system was put in 
operation after one of the heaviest 
rains on record. 

Reports from suburban towns indi- 
cate that considerable damage resulted 
from the rain. At Santa Monica nearly 
200 feet of Scott’s pavilion, on the 
beach, were washed away, and several 
small cottages on the beach wexe also 
destroyed. The ne to the old 
wharf were washed out, and the South- 
ern Pacific storm drains ruined, be- 
sides which several bundred feet of 
track were taken out. The foundations 
of the plunge bath were also under- 
mined, and the structure was almost 
swept intothe ocean, At The Palms’ 
nearly a mile of track is reported 
washed away..

A COSTLY BLAZE. 


Maj. Bonsall’s Fine Residence To° 
tally Destroyed by Fire. 

Yesterday morning between 6 and 7 
o’clock the fine residence of Maj. W. 
H. Bonsall, at the corner of Third 
street and Lucas avenue, was totally 
destroyed by fre, together with the 
contents. The fire-engines turned out, 
but, owing to the bad condition of the 
streets, but one of them was able to 
reach the place, and that could do 
nothing, as there is no fireplug in the 
vicinity.

TALMAGE. 


THE PHILIPPIAN EARTHQUAKE 
AND ITS LESSONS, 


Practical Illustrations of the Differ- 
ence Between Faith and Belief— 
Christ’s Death and Its Influence 
on Mankind. 


Rev. T. De Witt Talmage spent Sun- 
day, January 19th, in London, in which 
city he was announéed to preach on 
“The Philippian Earthquake.” The 
text and sermon were as below: 

Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou | 
shalt be saved.—Acts xvi., 31. 

Jails are dark, dull, dam p, loathsome 
places even now; but they were worse 
in the apostolic times. I imagine, to- 
day, we are standing on the Philippian, 
dungeon. Do-you not feel the chill? 
Do you not hear the groan of those in- 
carcerated ones who for ten years have 
not seen the sunlight, and the deep 
sigh of women who remember their 
father’s house, and mourn over their 
wasted estates? Listen again. It is 
the cough of a consumptive, or the 
struggle of onein a nightmare of a 
great horror. You listen again, and 
hear a culprit, his chains rattling-as he 
rolls over in his dreams, and you say: 
“God pity the prisoner.” But there is’ 
another sound in that prison. Itisa 
song of joy and gladness. What a 
place to sing in! The music comes 
winding through the corridors of the 
prison, and in allthe dark wards the 
whisper is heard: ‘‘What’s that? 
What’s that?”’ 

It is the song of Paul and Silas. 
They can not sleep. They have been 
whipped, very badly whipped. The 
long gashes on their backs are bleeding 
yet. They lie flat onthe cold ground, 
their feet iast in- wooden sockets, and 
.of course they can not sleep. But they 
can sing. Jailer, what are you. doing 
with these people? Why have tley 
been putin here? O, they have been 
trying to make the world better. Is 
that all? That is all. <A pit for 
Joseph. A lion’s cave for Daniel. A 
blazing furnace for Shadrach. Clubs 
for Jobn Wesley. An anathema for 
Philip Melancthon. A dungeon for 
Paul and Siias. But while we are 
standing in the gloom of that Phillip- 
pian dungeon, and we hear the min- 
gling voices of sob, and groan, and_ 
blasphemy, and hallelujah, suddenly 
an earthquake! The iron bars of the 
prison twist, thé pillars crack off, the 
solid masonry begins to heave and 
rock till all the doors swing open, and 
the walls fall with a terrific crash. 
The jailer, feeling himself responsible 
for these prisoners, and feeling suicide 
to be honorable—since Brutus killed 
himself, and Cato killed himself, and 
Cassius killed himseif—puts his sword 
to his own heart, proposing with one 
strong, keen thrust to put an end to 
his excitement and agitation. 

MOMENTS OF DESPAIR. - 

But Paul cries out: “Stop! stop! Do 
thyself no harm. We are all here.”’’ 
Then I see the jailer running through 
the dust and amid the ruin of that 
prison, and I see him throwing himself 
down at the feet of those prisoners, 
crying out: ‘“‘What shall ldo? :-What 
shail I do?’”” Did Paul answer: “Get 
out of this place before there is an- 
other earthquake; put handcuffs and 
hobbles on these other prisoners, lest 
they.get away?’’ No. word of that kind, 
‘Compact, thrilling, tremendous an-: 
swer; answer memorable all through 
earth and heaven: 

Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou sbalt be saved, 7 

Well, we have all read of the earth- 
quake in Lisbon, in Lima, in Aleppo 
and in Caraccas; but we live in a lati- 
tude, where, in all our memory, there 
has not been one severe volcanic dis- 
turbance. And yet we have seen fifty 
Here is a man ‘who has 
been building up.a large fortune.

specimen of a peculiar branch of | 
‘journalistic enterprise, in a country 
which is noted for possessing more 
journalistic enterprise than any other 
land on the globe,.a brief glance 
through the curious contents of this 
unique organ may not prove uninter- 
esting. 

One of the leading articles is an 
essay on ‘‘Over-production,’”? from 
which it would appear that, even in 
the coffin trade, the bane of close com- 
petition has got in its deadly work—a 
state of things which calls for the im- 
mediate and prayerful attention of our 
friends, the Nationalists. Then there 
are a number of *‘write-ups”’ which are 
gems in their way. A builder of 
hearses speaks of his “boudoirs on 
wheels;” a successful embalmer brags 
of shipping 18 vorpses in splendid con- 
dition, and others use warm language 
toward makers of ‘“‘shoddy goods,” 
who do not belong to the association.

SENATORIAL QUARRELS 


THE ENMITIES AND FRIEND. 
SHIPS IN THE UPPER HOUSE, 


Ingalls and Blackburn, the Fight- 
ers of.the Senate—Ingalls and 
Joe Brown—Mitchell and Mor- 
gan—How John Sherman Carried

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21. — [Special 
Correspondence of Tue Times.) The 
trouble between Senators Call and 
Piumb will probably make them ene- 
mies for life, and another feud will be 
added to the many which now exist in 
the United States Senate. A dozen 
odd Senators do not speak to each 
other already, and the bitter political 
speeches of the past week are by no 
means calming the troubled waters. 
The stings of debate last long after the 
sessions are over, and there are per- 
sonal remarks made every session 
which rankle in the souls of the Sena- 
tors at whom they are directed. Call 
will not forget that Plumb called him 
a coward, and Plumb‘ will never for- 
give Call for saying that he was a bad 
man, a vain man, a weak man and a 
man of boorish manners and contempt- 
iple methods. Had these words been 
uttered before the war, the result 
would probably have been a duel; but 
as itis, the two men will sit in the 
Senate, sneer at each other’s speeches, 
and pass by one anothor without 
speaking. 

John Sherman and Wade Hampton 
bave not spoken to each other for 
years, and the trouble arose in reply to 
some correspondence which Hampton 
had with Sherman while he was 
Secretary of the Treasury. Chandler 
wants nothing to do with Joe Black- 
burn since that stormy trouble arose 
in the session of the.Committee on 
Indian Traders, and the Senator from 
Kentucky attempted to puil the ear 
ot the Senator from New Hampsbire.

SENATOR INGALLS’S QUARRELS. 
Senator Ingalis it mixed up in half a 
dozen feuds. The Democratic Senators 
as a mass hate him worse than the 
devil hates holy water, and there are a 
number of the Democratic Senators 
with whom he can never be on. friendly 
terms. Oneof these is Joe Brown of 
Georgia, whom the Kansas Senator 
held up to ridicule about six years ago 
undei the title of “The Senator from 
Alaska.” Brown had said that he 
would not make the Senate the scene 
of a coarse personal quarrel, and that 
in his conflicts with brave men he had 
never been accused of cowardice, He 
referred to Ingalls’s attenuated form, 
and intimated that no one was much 
afraid of the Kansas Senator. In re- 
ply to this Senator Ingalls made 
a fiery speech, accusing Brown 
of changing the record of the Senate, 
calling him a ‘sanctimonious 
crite who was forever washing his 
Frente with invisible soap in imper- 
ceptible water.”’ Under this title, ‘‘the 
Senator from Alaska’ he character- 
ized Brown as the Uriah Heep of the 
Senate, as the Joseph Surface of 
American politics, as a sniveling po- 
litical pecksniff wko had belonged to 
every political party in his lifetime, 
and to none which he did not betray.’

JOE BROWN’S DUEL, 

It was supposed that nothing less 
than a duel could come from these re- 
marks.

The two Senators will, however, never 
be friends, though both of them hold 
each other in decided respect. The 
fact that they did not a cannot be 
considered an imputation’ upon the 
bravery of either, for both have shown 
themselves to be ready to fightin the 
days of the past, and had either sent a 
challenge there is no doubt that the 
other would have accepted it, Senator 
Joe Brown once came within an 
ace of fighting a duel with Bob 
Toombs. Toombs and he had a 


and the story is that both expected to 
fight. Toombs made no preparation 
for the duel. Joe Brown went about 
his arrangements in the same precti- 
cal business way for which he is so 
noted and which has made him a suc- 
cess as a fortune-maker and a great 
statesman. He drew up his will, put 
his estate in order, and clipped all the 
trees of his orchard in practicing with 
his pistol. I think it was in this affair 
that Brown called Toombs an unscru- 
pulous liar, and that Toombs, in talking 
to one of his friends about it, charac- 
terized Brown as a hypocritical old 
deacon, saying: ‘‘What gan I do with 
him. If I challenge him he will dodge 
behind the door of the Baptist Church,”’ 
and he then referred to the 
statement of Ben Hill in reply to 
Alexander H. Stephens, wherein Hill 
refused to fight, saying to Stephens: 
“Sir, Ihave a family to support and a 
God to serve, but you have neither.” 
This remark of Toombs was reported 
to Brown, and Brown went to. his 
church and got acertificate stating 
that he had leftit. He sent the cer- 
tificate to Toombs and told him that 


| he would be glad to accommodate him: 


and that he would accept any chal- 
lenge he might make. It was while 
Toombs was waiting to make the chal- 
lenge that ke practiced with his pistol. 
Toombs kuew that he was a good shot, 
and he saved his life by not saying 
anything more about it. 
SENATOR INGALLS’S BRAVERY. 

As to Senator Ingalls’s bravery there 
are numerous stories told of his cour- 
age in Kansas, during and before the 
war. He was sitting one day eating 
his dinner in a hotelin Atchison. It was 
at the time that Ingalls had first come 
to Kansas, and be had already made

Wright, how- 
ever—this I think was the name of the 
man—failed to attack him, and no 
challenge was sent. Sherman had his 
bravery tested in the Kansas-Nebraska 
troubles,when he was sent West on the 


their lives, and they received many 
threats on paper marked with coffins 
and skulls and cross-bones. At one 
time, Senator Sherman tells me, a 
hoary-headed ruffian camein and de- 
nounced him in the rudest and most 
threatening of terms, painting the air 
red with profanity. Shorthand was 
then a new thing in the West, and as 
the man went on Senator Sherman mo- 
tioned to his stenographer to take down 
his language. When he had concluded 
his tirade Senator Sherman told him 
that he ought to be careful as to 
how he assaulted a member of the 
Congress of the United States when 
he was carrying out the orders of the 
Government, and told him that he had 
a record of eyery word he had said. 
The man sneered and swore and prac- 
tically called Mr. Sherman aliar. Mr. 
Sherman then asked his stenographer 
to fread to him what he had said, and 
the man listened dumbfounded as he 
heard his remarks recited verbatim. 
It seemed a miracle, and he was 
frightened at the possible results, He 
asked to see a page of the notes. It 
was handed him. He looked at it, and 
clutching his hair, yelled out: 

“Snakes, by G—d!”’ 

Whether he thought he had the deli- 
rium tremens or not Senator Sherman 
says he does not know, but he left the 
committee room a scared man, and car- 
ried his pistol and his profanity off 
with him, 
INGALLS VS. BLACKBURN AND VOOR- 
HEES. 

- Senator Ingalls was severely de- 
nounced by Senator Joe Blackburn 
about two years ago, and Ingalls and 
Blackburn might be called the two 
fighters of the Senate. Neither seems 
to be happy unless he is ina quarrel, 
and both deal in oratorical pyrotechnics 
delighting in the invective. They go 
about the Senate with chips on 
their shoulders, defying any one 
to knock them off, and ready to 
fight at a moment’s notice. At the 
last quarrel between the two, each 
washed for the other such dirty linen 
as he could find connected with his 
war record, and the soap of the cleans- 
ing got into the eyes of both to such 
an extent that they do not smile as 
they pass by, and their souls are filled 
with hatred. It is much the same 
with Ingalls and Voorhees, and if the 
Senator from Kansas dispenses as 
much vitriol d the present session 
in proportion to the political exci 
ment as he has done during those of. 


ing acquaintance with more than half 
a dozen Democratic Senators. In his 
trouble with Voorhees the latter called 
him. a liar, and the Senater from 
Kansas retorted that “If the Senate of 
the United States was a police court 
the Senator from Indiana would be 
sentenced to the rock-pile and hard 
labor.” ‘He paid his compliments to 
Senator] Voorhees’s war record, and 
described the exciting trouble which 
took place in the North as well as the 
South in terms by no means compli- 
mentary. The power of Ingalls, added

tongue, lies in his knowledge of the

tors. He seems to have printed 
documents in his study detail- 
ing every act of their lives 


from their births to the present 
moment. He has all such information 
at his tongue’s end, and his percep- 
tions are so keen that he knows just 
where to strike hardest and hurt the 
most. He feels hard knocks, however, 
and the Democratic Senators occasion- 
ally cut deeply into his sensitive 
anatomy. Joe Brown succeeded in 
doing this perhaps as much as any of 
his opponents, and both Blackburn and 
oorhees caused him considerably 
— than an unpleasant quarter of an 
our. 
OTHER SENATORIAL’ FEUDS. 
There are a number of other Sena- 
tors who are not on the most friendly 
terms with each other. Morgan of 
Alabama and Mitchell of Oregon will 
hever sleep in the same bed, and it is 
hardly possible that their relations 
will ever become friendly. The trouble 
occurred not very long ago when 
Senator Morgan charged Senator 
Mitchell with being a representative 
of corporations, and when Senator 
Mitchell retorted by saying that what- 
ever he might do, and that he wouid 
not discuss, he~fad never disgraced 
himself in the Senate by reel- 
ing into the chamber in a state of 
beastly intoxication; as the Senator 
from Alabama had done. Senator 
Harris and Senator Hiscock have not 
been on good terms since their fuss at 
the latter part of the last sesssion re- 
garding the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, and there are a number of 
other Senators who seem to have a se- 
cret antagonism toward one another. 
This does not come out in their 
speeches, and it'does not affect to any 
great degree their intercourse. It is 
often so with Senators from ‘the same 
State. You seldom see Sherman and 
Payne together, and the RKepre- 
sentatives of the great State 
of Ohio have nothing in com- 
mon. Senator Chandler and Senator 
Blair are not hand-and-glove, as two 
great statesmen who have interests in 
common should be; and Chandler evi- 
dently thinks Blaira crank, and Blair 
apparently knows it. Ingalls and 
Piumb are friendly enough, but they 
do not hobnob together, and Edmunds 
and Morrill, though good friends, are 
‘by. no means boon companions. It is 
the same with many of the other Sen- 
ators representing the same State.

He started out with tke proposition 
_ that Theosophy and Nationalism rest 


upon the same basis, but that Theo-/| 


sophy is the intellectual explorer into 
the fields where Nationalism is en- 
deavoring to be the practical exponent 
of the doctrine of the universal broth- 
erbood of man. Nationalism applies 
the principles which Theosophy has 
oe, was his claim, and the 

ifference between the two movements 
fs the application of principles which 
‘Theosophy has discovered. 

But the speaker here indulged in a 
critical analysis of the two move- 
ments, upder which some of the Na- 
tionalist® grew inwardly restive. 

“You may urge cooperation,” he 
said, ‘‘as the’solution ofthe pressing 
problems of:hymanity, and you natur- 
ally appeal “to the selfish element of 
humanity; that is, under codperation, 
how much better off you will be; and 
that no one will then suffer as they do 
now. But after all, you leave un- 
touched the brutal sel ishness of hu- 
manity. You simply substitute one 
form of selfishness for  an- 
other. Theosophy, however, takes 

up this selfishness and attempts to 
eliminate it. When [ first read Mr. 
Beliamy’s book J felt that he had 
struck a keynete that would bring 
about theosopisy in actual life. Prac- 
all Txeosophists are National- 
ake ‘he universal brotherhood of 
at aS Nationalism teaches. That is 
all veng well, but you don’t attempt to 
rove it by "scientific reasoning, and 
4eosophy supplies that. Theosophy 
“Aolds that men are one; that there isa 
unityin humanity, and thatitis im- 
possibie for the individual to leave 
the mass or advance alone without the 
ee of humanity advancing. You 
competition by the or 
a vine law of codperation. Theosophy 
does the same. But Theosophy is 
moré; itis the elimination of selfish- 
ness, and Nationalism is simply the ap- 
‘plication of its priuciples. 

Mr. Keightley went on in a further 
critical analysis of the two movements, 
which was followed by the audience 

without much enthusiasm. He went 
on to say,that Nationalism, pure and 
simple, bears the seeds of its own 


~~ destruction in its selfishness, if left to 


itself. Any reform to be permanent 
must be deeply Jaid in its basis, or it will 
not stand the test of time. Nationalism 
will endure if mankind realizes the 
fact that it must not simply substitute 
one form of selfishness for another, 
Theosophy, he contended, will supple- 
ment Nationalism and give it the 
enduring principle which it lacks. 

Illustrating his position, he said 
that if Bellamy’s ideas are all realized, 
and every one has all he needs, it does 
not solve the question. An inherent 
idea in human nature is ambition and 
a desire for power, and if the struggle 
. for existence is removed it does not 
remove.selfishness. The only thingis, 
that has been removed which keeps 
ambition down, and humanity will 
have more chance to gratify ambition 
than now. The Nationalist system 
geems to rest on physical needs. 
don’t you think,” he contended, “there 
will be the same old struggle for leader- 
ship? Oh, well. you say, that will be 

ovided for. But human nature is 
uman nature. Don’t imagine that 

Nationalism has first started the 
cooperative idea. 

“If you read history you will find that 
it tells a different story. But. co- 
operation has existed with the most 
intense selfishness. If you organize 
Nationalism without a Seapes principle 
‘and higher morality than that provided 
by the simple idea of cooperation, 
sooner or later it will fall to pieces. 
That is where I see the importance of 
theosophy to the Nationalist move- 
ment. Through itI believe National- 
ism will receive what it needs. 

“Human nature only changes slowly, 
and is influenced above all things by 
the ideal. If that ideal is simply self- 
ishnesss, all the animal characteristics 
of humanity will work out, and your 
system will fall to pieces. 

“Mr. Bellamy recently pointed out 
that Christianity is essentially co- 
operative, but it made a compromise 
with selfishness in the early days and 
fell into decay. It soon became per- 
aenns with the worst forms of selfish- 

ess 

“I don’t mean to say,’”’ concluded 
the speaker, ‘‘that the study of Theo- 
Bpophy will make aman unselfish, bnt 
1 say that its study will show men: 
that selfishness is self-destruction, and 
that the only true way to happiness is 
altruism. That carried on from gen- 
eration to generation will bring about 

|achange in buman nature if assistea 
by Nationalism. Selfishness is human, 
but it is greatly aggravated by: the 
geeeant industrial system. If all the 

orces unite in bringing about altru- 
ism, the millenium will have been 
realized.” 

W. C, Owen, the editor of the new 
paper soon to be issued by the Nation- 
alists, ade a short address, in which 
he stated that he did not criticise Mr. 
Keightley, but telt that he did nog 
realize how much nearer Theosophy 
and Nationalism agree than his ad- 
dress indicated.

Los ANGELES, Jan. 26.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Ture Trimes.] The meeting to- 
night is of so much interest to the stock- 
holders of the Pasadena, Lake Vine- 
yard Land and Water Company, and 


that it is to be hoped a large number 
will be present. The secretary, in his 
official report, states that ‘‘the present 
condition of the company is such, con- 
sidering the improvements which haye 
been made, and nothing of importance 
presenting itself to be done during the 
next year, as’ to warrant a recom- 
mendation to reduce domestic water 
rates to $3, to take effect the Ist day 
of April.” 

Rate-payers know that the mini- 
mum charge per year is now $16, and 


$22, or more, for domestic use only. 
In these hard times this is a heavy tax, 
and is made unnecessary, as shown by 
the report of the officers for the past 


ear. 
The official financial report shows as 
receipts for 1889: From water rates, 
fees and ra. $16,615, which is 
$1600 over 1888. 

Expenses for 1889: Current office 
expenses, $2950.75; repairs below reser- 
voir No. 1, $2121.06; airs above 
reservoir No. 1, $542; hitigation ex- 
penses, $942.73; total working  ex- 
penses, $6556.53, leaving net receipts 
of in excess__of working 
needs. 

With the new reservoir work com- 
pleted, the pipes above it buried and 
a fine new system below it substantially 
completed, or at least sufficient for the 
resent, .the repair -aceount above 
should be substantially reduced—un- 
less the awful item of- “litigation ex- 
penses’’ is again to be repeated, or 
even if it must be—which the Lord 
forbid—the net receipts will permit the 
present water rates to be cut right in 
two, aud leave four or five thousand 
dollars for the proposed development 


therefore, that Mr. Brown, who posed 
a year ago in the papers as the apostle 
(sic) of reduced rates and opposed the 
improvements in service made by the 
board then elected, with his usual 
and erratic inconsistency, now, as the 
leader of the proposed new board to 
be elected tonight, opposes any reduc- 
tion of rates, and urges a large ex- 
penditure for deyelopment? There is 
a scheme behind all this, and the 
absorption of delinquent assessment
